Blackpool, Oct. 3—Mr An- 
thony.

‘Destruction of Cities Is 
Return to Barbarism. 


Edinburgh, Oct. 3 (UP).—Gen 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, in an 
nudress here, to-day declared 
that an atomic war would’ send 
the world “reeling back into 
primal darkness.” ‘ 


The Allied wartime commander, 
epenking as he was granted the free- 
dom of Fdinburgly, seid: “A process 
thnt has required hundreds of planes 
and days‘of assoult-has been reduced 
to one plane and ofie bomb,

thit obliteration of our citles can 
send tis reeling back into primal 
darkness when relationships within 
a.clin or ‘tribe wus the common de- 
nominator among men.”

He continued: "The destruction of 
cities Is a return to barbarism.

Gen Efsenhower sald the — con- 
stant threat of war is, better only by 
comparison than war Itself. “Deadly 
fear diverts production,, stifles clear 
thinking ond stultifies moral and 
spiritual bellef," he said. 


“Wishful thinking cannot uccom- 
plish the elimination of war. Posi- 
tlve measures must be extended and 
maintained. The aggressors of the 
world seem unconvinced that ageres- 
slon does not pay.” : 

Gen Elsenhower quoted Abraham 
Lincoln: “There can be no success- 
ful appeal from the ballots to bul- 
lets, Those who take such an appeal 
are sure to lose thelr case.” 


Ne suid economic, military and 
moral bankruptcy of Germany. and 
Japan proved Lincoln's statement, but 
added: “We do not want to prove 
again by test of war the truth of 
what he had said.” . 


Faults of Nations 


“AN nations have exhiblted thelr 
share of faults and fyistory is mar- 
red by their misdeed Gen Ejsen- 
hower suid. “But gradually man fs 
coming to sce that he is ineseapably 
a-nelghbour to all others in the 
world. The Atlantic Is now com- 
parable us an obstacle to the Firth 
vf Forth in the 40f the ancient 
Scottish chieftains : 

Gen Eisenhower — acknowledged 
there were “many and sore  differ- 
ences amony the nations,” but ine 
sisted that “they can be resolved." ~ 


“Twice :in oa generntion «major 
Powers of United Nations vied in a 
world war against a common foe 
but they new have built: n solldarity 
unknown over such a wide - ares 
vince the beginning of history.
